Drawing Charts 

At his home in Rewlands, where 
Judge Dewhirst built a ,mansion ov- 
erlooking all of ‘San Bernardino val- 
ley, he has drawn many charts, show- 
ing the conclusions he ‘has reached 
on the passing of time, equpled with 
events of the world’s history today. 
In the great war, the spread of Bol- 
shevism and the raging ef disease, 
Judge Dewhiret sees the period pro- 
phesied by writers he has studied 
as that to precede the end of the 
world. 


Judge Dewhirst was appointed to hinder the fire

Elected to Office 

He was subsequently elected io 
complete the term.

Among the extensive lawsuits he 
has decided was one involving the 
ownership of the great potash de- 
posits at Searle’s Lake and his de 
cision was later sustained by the 
supreme court.

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JUST DEVELOPMENT 
F one is inelined to be a 
cheerful optimist and be- 
lieve that the tendency is 
toward the development of 
better conditions all the time, re- 
gardléess of the sometimes threat- 
ening aspect, strikes and rumors 
of strikes might be interpreted 
after all to be only a step on the 
way toward new and better re- 
lations between labor and eapi- 
tal, instead of a move in the di- 
rection of Bolshevism, which 
frankly disbelieves in capital. 

Whether profit-sharing. shall 
be the final basis is only a ground 
of speculation, but when a great 
corporation like the Willys-Over 
land company furnishes leader- 
ship in adjusting differences on 
that basis, it is worthy of more 
than passing notice. Here is the 
summary of its policy just an- 
nounced : 

‘“‘That after present capital 
and permanent labor have each 
been been justly compensated, 
having due regard to the cost of 
each (the cost of capital and the 
cost of living), then the addi- 
tional profits accruing from the 
joint employment of permanent 
capital and permanent labor shall 
be divided equally among them 
—fifty fifty. 

‘‘This profit-sharing is to be 
based upon the length of time 
the employee has been with the 
company. A fair return on the 
capital invested is one. of the 
provisions. The distribution will 
run into hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, and will be retro-ac- 
tive, taking effect from January 
Ist, 1919. The company has 10,- 
000 men on its payroll and all 
will be benefited. It is estimated 
by an Overland official that the 
share of no employee would be 
less than $100 a year.” 

Profit-sharing is all right whi!s 
business is good. Whether it will 
be as successful and satisfactory 
when the years come that reduce 
profits to a minimum is at least 
worth thinking about. The ideal 
system, if it is evolved, will either 
eliminate the lean years them- 
selves, or their effect on both 
capital and labor—San Bernar-

quit our own to stand upon for- 
eign ground?

It is 
our true policy to steer clear of 
permanent alliances with any por 
tion of the foreign world.’’

I hope this finds you all in good 
health. I am still very much alive 
and feeling fine. 

I have received several letters from 
you both of late. Some of them two 
months old. The mail is usually 
quite regular but sometimes it is de- 
layed. We have been on the move 
so much since we have been in Ew 





rope that it is no wonder. 

I also received the Christmas boxes 
the day after Christmas and for 
once had a good feed of candy. I 
surely appreciated them. Thanks, 
ever so much. I will write Bert and 
Garnett a letter and thank them also. 

I am now situated where I can get 
things easier, so I wouldn’t bother 
to mail any more things. 

I am staying in a hotel in town 
and have a pretty good room. As 
you see am using their letterhead. 
Quite a name (Hotel zum Banhof). 
Most of the officers have rooms here 
too. The town is just a small place 
of probably a thousand population. 
There are only a few good homes. 
Most of the people are farmers and 
live cooped up in two or three rooms. 
I never realized that the standard 
of living was so low in Europe. The 
average simply exist. 

I have seen some funny things 
over here. The people of France 
and Germany both live in what looks 
like a stone barn—cows, horses, pigs, 
and people all in the same building, 
and on one occasion I saw some peo-! 
ple who kept a pig right in their liv- 
ing room. 

I have often heard of our ances- 
tors using oxen instead of horses, 
but I had to come to Germany to 
see milk cows hitched to plows and 
wagons. One day I saw a bunch of 
women threshing in an old barn; 
they had big clubs and were pound- 
ing the grain out. Some of the more 
up-to-date farmers heve tread-mills. 
These Europeans must have been 
asleep for the last hundred years. 

Germany seems to be far more 
progressive than France. 

I have been trying to satisfy my 
own mind as to the position of the 
German people in this war—whether 
Pgpident Wilson was right in. mak- 
ing it a war against the kaiser and 
not against the German people. 

I have seen how they fight and 
now for over a month I have had

Most of the people 
whom I have met have been vety 
hospitable and generous. 
Of course you have to make allow- 
ances for the systematic peace prop- 
aganda, but when I go in a poor 
man’s home and they offer to divide 
their last loaf of bread I believe the 
friendship is genuine. They talk 
quite freely about the war. 
‘From what I have seen I would 
divide them into three groups. 1 
would say that 30 per cent did not 
support the German government in 
its acts against the U. S. except 
through fear. They hated the kaiser. 
Then there is about 40 per cent 
who believe that the kaiser was bad- 
ly advised, and although they did 
not favor the kaiser’s acts, they 
were loyal Germans and gave their

OBITUARY

A week later Dr. Holleben called 
on President Roosevelt but did not 
mention the Venezuelan matter; as 
he rose to go President Roosevelt | 
asked him if he had heard from Ger- | 
many and he told the president that 
he had not. President Roosevelt then 
that unless he had Ger- 
many’s consent to arbitrate in forty- 
eight hours (which was twenty-four 
timatum), Admiral Dewey would be 
on his way. 


In thirty-six hours Dr. Holleben de- 
livered Germany’s consent to arbi- 
trate and President Roosevelt pub 
licly complimented the kaiser on be- 


tration. 


During his lifetime Roosevelt was! 
the recipient of many titles and de- | 
grees, but that which he loved best 
was colonel. He was advanced to 
this rank during the war with Spain, | 
and was best known to his fellow 
countrymen as Colonel Roosevelt. 


Colonel Roosevelt represented a 
real American culture, and the gift 
of inspiring enthusiasm and personal 
devotion was his in an amazing 
measure; more typically American 
thar any other man who ever lived, 
in whose character was combined the 
culture of the East, the breeziness
